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Farm Methods or Method in 
Farming—A Short Way toa 
Desired Result, 


By C. W. Wood, Worcestcr, Mass. 


To be permitted to occupy the at- 
tention of an intelligent as well 2s 
charitable audience for a consider- 
able portion of time, is indeed, a 
courtesy to be appreciated, and to ad- 
dress a body of ladies and gentlemen 
upon a subject, that each is better 
informed about than yourself is even 
a greater privilege. 

To speak upon a subject so exten- 
sive, and yet so delightful. is ineed, 
a pastime that at once becomes fF 
pleasure. I do not intend, however 
to attempt to present you with a lit- 
erary production, or to so treat my 
subject as to charm your ears with 
well-rounded sentences or figures of 
speech, awakening an_ enthusiasin 
within you that shall die away with 
the sound of my voice, which wili 
enable you to go to your homes with- 
oue knowing a single thing that I 
have said; but I propose to 
display before you a few thoughts ia 
such a homely, and it may be extrav- 
agant way, you will find it impossible 
to forget, for a time at least; and 
while I do not expect to harmonize 
with your opinion in everything, |! 
am impelled with a hope I may be 
able to cause you each to think, a 
little, and perchance to your advani- 
age, 

To this end I cannot resist the in- 
clination to start out with a broad 
proposition and challenge refutation. 

A man, who is the owner of a well 
equipped, well regulated well-situ- 
ated, well conducted farm; who has 
a contented mind and a family whose 
ideas and tastes harmonize with his 
own, all blessed with good health, is 
the peer of every other man; is sit- 
uated as near perfection as this l'fe 
makes possible; such a one is better 
situated than any other man on earth. 
whatever his calling or vocation. In 
short, the well-to-do up-to-date farm- 
er, is the best situated man in the 
world. Such a man breathes the 
purest air, he drinks the purest fater, 
and eats the choicest productions of 
nature. He walks his fields and 
feasts his eyes on the broad land- 
scapes covered with foliage of rarest 
hue, and verdure of sweetest green; 
he views his broad acres of hill and 





dale covered with domestic animals 
as fine and rare as he cares to have 
them, each contributing to his com- 
fort and prosperity. 

He hears the choice music of tbe 
birds in spring-time and sumemr, 
while the air throbs with the harmon- 
ious notes of the Bird Creation. 
The brooks of the field sing to him 
as they wind their busy way on to- 
ward the sea. The soft, summer 
eephyrs of evening, as cwney coms 
floating through the branches of the 
trees, up from the meadows, or from 
off the hill-top, freighted with the 
odor of the springing leaf and bud- 
ding flower kiss his brow and 
stir his soul till dull cares are for- 
gotten. The grandeur of the light- 
ning’s flash, as it cuts asunder the 
atmosphere from the mid-heaven to 
the horizon, is revealed to him alone 
in all its beauty; the free, and unin- 
terrupted rain-fall. joins with the re- 
novating influences of the summer 
sun, in promoting his material and 
physical interests. The snow flakes 
in winter, clothe his broad acres 
with a mantle of white, and com- 
bine with him in generating and 
promoting the growth of vegetation 
the coming spring-time. 

He views the broad and clear ex- 
panse as it gleams and glitters in the 
sunlight, only to be reminded this 
is another of the many wise provi- 
sions of nature in its munificent con- 
tribution unto man. The strong, 
loud roaring of the boisterous winds 
of winter, that merciless'y bite and 
sting both man and beast, sweep 
across his possessions, while they 
bring renewed strength to man, and 
carry away with them the poisonous 
and noxious influence of a polluted 
atmosphere. Who can listen to the 
sighing of the wind, or witness its 
gusts rushing forward in its course, 
and not fee] within an inspiration for 
good. 

He lies down at night away from 
the disturbing influences of a more 
exacting business life and falling as 
it were, on the lap of nature, is fold- 
ed in the arms of Morpheus, sleeping 
as sweetly, and safely as the in 
fant rests in its mother’s arms. 

He arises in the morning refreshed 
and well, his mind is clear, his arm is 
strong, and his step is light. He has 
time when he can cultivate his mind 
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by association with the best that 
books afford; he may select his asso- 
ciations among men. He rides when 
and where, and how he wills. He 
works or plays at pleasure; his cat 
tle multiply in his absence and grow 
with his crops while he sleeps. Life 
is easy and healthful, his nervous sy=- 
tem is seldom shattered; indigestioa 
and insomnia scarcely ever make his 
acquaintance. He absclutely_ es- 
papes the demoralizing influences of 
great cities that are responsible for 
four-fifths of the crimes committed, 
and a good proportion of the deaths 
occurring. 

He is a living example of that 
which provokes and produces the in- 
quiry: if the Creator imposed upon 
man the penalty of earning his liviny 
by the sweat of his face, superinducedd 
by work, why did he so const:tute 
man that one of the greatest bless- 
ing given to man is work? I leave 
with you the question, with the sim- 
ple assertion that the farmer cannot 
lift his hand at work withovrt 
strengthening his physical system 
and broadening his mental capacity, 
which alone bring perfect happiness. 

All this in striking contrast to the 
busy, professional! or business man ia 
a great city who is subject to ten 
thousand ills that beset him; he is 
rich today and poor tomorrow. The 
caprice of the money market, de- 
stroys his best calculations, and with 
them his fortunes; he awakens in 
the morning tired, and returns at 
night to worry over the outlook of 
the morrow. His table is supplied 
with what the farmer discards; he 
drinks water, gathered in reservoirs 
that has washed away the impurities 
from the soil of both hill and valley 
after which it is pent up a time, sub- 
jected to the use of man, beast, bird, 
fish, and all manner of creeping 
things. He sleeps in stuffy rooms, 
ofttimes shut tightly, because the at- 
mosphere without is less desirahb'e 
than that within, whi'e, his ears are 
ravaged with all manner of noise:, 
from riots to fire alarms, chasing po- 
lice wagons or fire apparatus, ice 
wagons, electric cars, and scores of 
other disturbances in crowded and 
paved streets of a great city, and 
the only reason he can sleep at all is 
because tired nature is exhausted. 
and he gets used to it. As an illus- 
tration of this condition I recall the 
remark of the Irishman who had just 
arrived with his comrade in a city 
and hearing a disturbance at night, 
looked out of his window and saw 
two fire engines go by, with the 
sparks flying, and never having wit- 
nessed anything of the kind before, 
gave expression to his amazement in 
these words: “Pat, Pat, get up they 
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are moving Hell, and two loads have 
gone by a ripping.” 


The air he breathes is polluted 
with noxious gases that arise froin 
the uncleanliness of a great city. II2 
sees only when on vacation, litt’@ else 
but brick walls, smoking chimneys, 
and dirty streets. He rides high 
up in the air, or through the bowe!s 
of the earth to and from his p!ace of 
business, jost’ed and crowded in over 
loaded cars, oftimes able only to cling 
to the railings, breathing an atmos- 
phere created by a mixture of nitro- 
gen hydrogen, Nitric acid, carbon‘e 
oxide, carburetted hydrogen, sulphur: 
ous acid, wet umbrellas, rubber 
boots, macintoshes and bad breaths, 
superinduced by garlic, onions, tobac- 
co, whiskey, beer and general un- 
cleanliness and unhealthiness, which 
may perhaps be more readily de- 
fined in brief as metropo‘itan. He 
is hoisted up in the air out of din 
and confusion that he may be per- 
mitted to hear himself think, while 
he attends to the business of the 
day at his office, and altogether likely 
he is obliged to work by artificial 
light in places where the sun never 
shines, and after all he wonders why 
his head aches, why his food dis- 
tresses him so, why he is restless 3t 
night and withal, why his children 
are not well and vigorous. 

If, then my friends, the farmer is 
indeed blessed with so many advant- 
ages over and beyond his city neigh- 
bor—if the professional and business 
man is compe!led to hie himself *o 
the country to secure some of the 
blessings of his more _ fortunate 
neighbors, what are we to conclude 
is the duty and responsibility im- 
posed upon every farmer? It is in- 
deed this, To do his best. He owes 
it to himself; he owes it to the com- 
munity; he owes it to the world; he 
owes it to his Creator. And this 
brings me to the subject of my re 
marks, ‘Methods in Farming,” anl 
here I am reminded of the story of 
the colored preacher, who had 


preached for an hour, and who was, 


one of the old-fashioned kind, who 
divided his sermon into firstly, sec- 
ondly, thirdly, etc, At the end of 
one hour, when his listners were all 
tired out, said: “and this brings me 
to the fourth division of my text-- 
and Oh, what a field this opens up he: 
fore me,’’ when one of his long- 
suffering listeners cried out, ‘‘Good 
Lord, put up the bars and don’t let 
him into it.’’ 


Now my friends my field is long 
and wide, and fertile, you have let 
down the bars, and I am going in. 
But I will not ask you to cross it. I 
shall attempt to call your atten- 





tion to a few thoughts, and first, per- 
mit me to say, in my opinion, a larg? 
percentage of farmers, who dc not 
attain success—and there are many—— 
are themselves to blame. Cause— 
lack of proper methods. The busi- 
ness man, who attempted to make 
agricultural tools of all kinds, wag- 
ons, carriages, silk and _ cotton 
clothes in one factory, without keep- 
ing account of the cost of anything, 
would soon exhibit a miserable fail 
ure. Yet this is about what the 
majority of farmers try to do. He 
enters into the great undertaking of 
tilling, subduing and controlling the 
soil, and inducing it to produce 4 
hundred different things, without a 
thought as to the needs and neces- 
sities of the case-forgetful or ignor- 
ant that the climate and seasons have 
their influences, and must be con- 
sidered; that the soi] must be brought 
into relation with its affinity, and it 
by accident or good fortune, he hits 
the nail on the head, and secures 
a good crop—even then his effort i- 
all in vain, unless there is a market 
for this commodity. 


The first thing to be thought of es 
one embarks in this best of vocatioas 
is that the farmer must be his own, 
first, best patron. For it is not (fi- 
nancially speaking), what man earns 
that enables him to surmount ne 
cessity, hut what he saves. Then | 
say first of all raise upon your farn, 
so far as is possible and practical, 
everything you need for yourself and 
your family, and your friends; keep 
a strict account of what you do, and 
you will soon be able to tell as does 
the merchant what department pays, 
and what does not, and be governe) 
accordingly. 

If you need flour, meat, meal anJ 
grain, and your land and climate 
permit you, raise what you need for 
your own consumption. If you need 
horses, cows, sheep, oxen, or swine 
raise them, unless by careful exper:- 
ment, you have determined your in- 
ability to do so prfitably. 

The speaker well remembers when 
a boy, a well-to-do, prosperous, an‘ 
said to be, rich farmer, who raise] 
a colt occassional'y and thus kept 
his supply of horses good. two wr 
three heifers each year, and replen- 
ished his herd of cows, each year a 
yok of steers were living in the pa:- 
ture requiring neither care nor grain 


He raised what grain, oats, rye, 
barley, wheat and corn, his stock and 
family required. Each year he soi 
a cow or two, a yoke of oxen fatten: 
ed or otherwise, his pork and beef 
barrels were filled and put in tke 
cellar; butter and eggs for his needs 
and poultry suited to his tastes. He 





went to mill twice a month and his 
family thrived upon the wheat and 
corn, while his catt!'e and horses 
prospered, upon a good ration of cab- 
hbage, sometimes mixed with barley or 
rye, and each year he put money i 
the bank, or loaned it to some dis 
tressed merchant or manufactures 
His family grew up grand characters 
strong, educated and refined; each 
occupies a prominent place in the 
world today. 

His successor on that same farm, 
buys one or two horses each year and 
a ahl fdozen cows; he raises ne-ther 
wheat, oats, corn, or cattle, but ex 
pends $1500 yearly for grain. He 
buys half a dozne cows each year at 
trom $65 to $100 each; he sells his 
beef on the foot at 2% to 3 cents 
per pound, and buys his meats from a 
cart or market at from 15 to 39 
cents per lb., and then wonders that 
farming don’t pay.

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A Fine Canadian Two-Year Old. 

James R. Cameron of the “Little 
Dunkeld Dairy Farm,” east of -the 
village, claims to have the best milceu 
cow of her age in the township being 
a Holstein-Friesian heifer two years 
old last April. She dropped her cait 
on the 29th of December, 1905, and 
trom the first day of January till the 
first day of December she gave 
9,537 pounds of milk, or an average 
of near!y 29 pounds a day. In Jan- 
uary, her first month, she gave 65° 
pounds; in November, her eleventh 
month, she gave 615 pounds; in the 
months of April, May, June, July and 
August she gave 4,992 pounds lacking 
only §8 pounds of averaging 1,000 
pounds per month, On the first of 
December Mr. Cameron had to start 
to dry her up as she was due to 
calve again on January 15th.—Dnut- 
ton Advance. 
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Records of Pietje 22d, Katy Ger- 
ben and Queen Ormsby. 


It has become customary to give 
to the press the records made by 
noted cows of the several dairy 
breeds, and, since it has often been 
asserted by persons not friendly to 
that breed, that, although H.-F. cows 
might make very large short time 
records of which so many hundreds 
have been given to the press, they 
had not shown their capacity in the 
making of long time records, the 
Holstein-Friesian Association now 
places before the public the long time 
records of three of its cows. 

PIETJE 22nd, (Official G6-mos. 

Record.) 

Pietje 22nr, a full aged cow owned 
by J. W. Dimick, Rifton, N. Y., made 
her first official record last year 
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During her 5th week of lactation, un- 
der the supervision of Cornell Univ 
Exp. Station, she produced in seven 
consecutive days 594.4 lbs. of milk 
containing 21.617 lbs. of butter-fat, 
while in 30 days’ she produce} 
2,453.8 ‘lbs. milk containing 85.162 
ibs. of fat. In 60 days, she produce 
4 706.8 lbs. of milk containing 164 - 
659 lbs. of fat; and in 120 days, 
9,287.5 lbs. milk containing 316.3 
Ibs fat; while in 182% days, just 
six months, she produced 13,673.9 
Ibs. milk containing 453.345 lbs. of 
fat. At the end of the 4th month 
she was bred, which seemed to ogf- 
fect the percentage of fat more than 
it did the quantity of milk produced 
The amount of fat produced during 
the six months is equivalent to 529 
Ibs. of butter. If the milk were sold 
at 4c per quart, tht income would be 
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says: ‘‘Permit me to say that this 
record has been most carefully and 
systematically supervised; that every 
pound of milk has been weighed on 
delicate scales and graduated to 
tenths of a pound, and tested for but- 
ter-fat. We milked this cow three 
times a day for the first six months cf 
lactation, and weighed all hay ani 
grain given her. We are very par- 
ticular about keeping records, and 
can show every pound of milk given 
by every cow of every breed in the 
herd for the last ten years. There 
are not less than five men who can 
swear before a Notary Public that 
the records of this cow are accurate 
and correct. I cou'd send you every 
milking from the time she became 
fresh; we sold the milk at wholesa'e 
at six cents per quart. The tabie 
given is based for values upon the

Unless otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agl. 
College and Experiment Stations, 
and their accuracy is vouched for by 
them; no private records are report- 
ed by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion. 


During the period from January 
17th to January 31st, 1907, records 
for 115 cows have been accepted; two 
of which were begun more than eight 





months after freshening. Two semi- 
ofhcial records were also received; 
and the same are reported. All 
made seven-day, eight made fourteen- 
day, one made a_ tweaty-four and 
three-fourths-day, eighieen made 
thirty-day, and one made a thirty- 
five-day record. The averages by 
ages were as follows: :

Ibs. milk, containing 13.99 lbs. but- 
ter fat; equivalent to 58 lbs., or 28 
quarts of milk per day, and 16 1-3 
Ibs. of the best creamery butter per 
week, 

“As to authenticated butter fat 
tests, we cannot speak ‘by the card’ 
except in the case of Jersey cows. 
The highest authenticated record for 
seven days is 17 lbs. 2.3 ozs. butter 
fat.’’-—Editor Jersey Bulletin; issue 
of Oct. 17, 1906.

Washington Letter. 


Exploring Foreign Lands for 
New Crops-—Angora Goats. 


(Special Correspondence ) 

One of the important branches of 
the work of the Department of Agri- 
culture is that of exploring foreign 
lands for new crops. At present this 
part of the service is not as large as 
the Department would like, but it 
is hoped Congress will make pro- 
vision for an extension at this session. 
During the past year a trained man 
has been in the cultivated fields and 
wild mountains of North China and 
Manchuria, searching for new p!ants 
and seeds worthy to be transplanted 
to this country, and for wi:d f3rms 
of our cultivated fruits and vegeta- 
bles which may have characters of 
hardiness or unusual vigor which 
will make them useful for plant 
breeders of the Unite! States. Ship- 
ments of scions and of seeds repre- 
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senting hundreds of interesting 
things have been sent out by him and 
are now undergoing trials at the gar- 
dens of the Department here. Among 
those secured are new hardy Pekin 
persimmons, interesting varieties of 
English walnuts, the Chinese pis- 
tache, wild and cultivated apricots, 
the wild peach from its supposed 
original home, hardy apples and edi- 
ble fruited hawthorns, mil.ets and 
fiell beans, a iawn hedge, and a very 
remarkable lot of Chinese varieties 
of grapes,, as well ag a collection of 
ornamental trees and shrubs, suited 
to the climate of the Eastern and 
Middle States. 

What is believed to be a discovery 
that will be an epoch in the agriculit- 
ure of the northwestern prarie reg- 
ions of this country, has been made 
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and the Southwestern States but on 
account of its lack of hardiness is un- 
suited to the colder parts of the 
country. <A species of vetch called 
the Tangier pea, has proved superior 
to all others in California in its lux- 
uriance of growth, having yiedel as 
high as nine tons of green food per 
acre. On account of its great amount 
of herbage it effectually chokes out 
weeds. A large quantity of this seed 
is being selected and tested, with a 
view to its introduction next season.

The densely covered rough 
lands of the South. the worn-out 
farms of New England, ard the 
“stumpage” districts of Michigan ani 
Wisconsin are especially adapted to 
them. Their habit of browsing 
makes them valuab:e for clearing 
land of brush. Their chief value is 
in their long, silky fleece, known as 
mohair, which is largely used in the 
making of plush, imitation astrakhau 
and mohair dress goods, or brill-an- 
tines. The goats are much !ess sub- 
ject to disease than sheep.

at the lower part (the sphineter of 
the teat) these last causes usually 
arising from injuries received with- 
out and occassionally due to warty 
growths at the opening of the teat.

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


I have been greatly interested in 
reading published reports of the per- 
formance of the Holstein herd be- 
longing to W. J. Gillet, in Rosedale, 
Wis., for the year 1906. An average 
production per animal of 12,587 
pounds from 24 animals, eight of 
which were two-year olds, is a re- 
markable record. I remember a sim- 
ilar report from his herd for the pre- 
ceding year and both reflect great 
credit upon Mr. Gillet as a breeder 
of fine Holste:ns and as a dairyman. 

As against such a splendid record 
of thoroughbreds it may be presump- 
tuous for me, a mere novitiate in 
dairy-farming, to present to your 
readers a record of my own herd of 
Holsteins, consisting mostly of giades 
but perhaps your readers may be in- 
terested in the following figures: 

In the year 1906 my herd upon 
“Kiys tlyn’”’ farm at Paxton, Mass., 
averaged sixteen in number. Of these 
three were thoroughbreds and _ the 
remainder were grades. Of these, one, 
a thoroughbred, because of inability 
to breed for over two years past, has 
proluced a small flow of milk; yet 
these sixteen animals produced 155.- 
141 pounds of milk, giving an 
average production per cow of 9,696 
pounds. The highest record was 
made by a thoroughbred which pro- 
duced 13,323 pounds—the lowest a 
grade pro’ucing 6,418. From th’‘s 
supply, milk was furnished to two 
large families, ten calves have been 
raised and for the residue of whole 
milk I received in cash $2 171.50, or 
an average cash income from each of 
$135.72. 

The average butter fat test of the 
herd on January 1st was 3.79: the 
highest record beirg that of a grade 
whose vield in 1906 was 10,972 
pounds and butter fat of 4.50. 


I now have at the head of my 
herd Aaggie Cornucopia Ianthe’s 
Paul, a grandson of the champion 
cow and a very promi-irg animal, 
whose “am Highland Ianthe 2nd was 
admitted in the Advanced Registry 
upon a seven davs record of 413 
pounds with butter fat of 3.82. 

It is to be hoped that the pract‘ce 
of maintaining vearly records of 
each arimal will become mere ecom- 
mon among dairyvmen and that re- 
ports of the performance of many 
herds, both thoroughbreds and 
grades, may be given to your readers 
for the comnarison thus obteined 
will, Tam sure, be a strong incentive 
for the up-to-date forme» to eliminate 
from his herl the “robber cow” and 
by selection and breeding bu'ld up 
his Ferd with only large and high 
test producers.

Hunt Holstein-Friesian Sale. 


[We are indebted to Mr. Hunt for 
the following report clipped from a 
Western paper. (Name not stated.) ] 

The sale of Mr. Hunt’s Holstein- 
Friesians from the Pleasant Valley 
Stock Farm, Manlius, N. Y., scored 
another great success for the T. F.

Annual Meet- 72° following re- 
port of the annual 


ing of the H.-F. ediine: ot ths 
Ass’n. of Canada polstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada is condensed 
from the Canadian Dairyman: 

This meeting which was held at 
Toronto, February 6th is character- 
ized by enthusiasm. The attendance 
was large and the reports presented 
showei an increase in the member- 
ship of the association of over 100 
and an increase in registrations over 
1905 of 267, the total registrations 
being 1,911. Receipts for the year 
$6,787.80, disbursements, $3,305.21, 
balance on hand $3,482.59. 

The proposition to adopt the test 
known as the Government Record of 
Performance, encountered strong op- 
position, but the following resolution 
was finally passed: ‘‘That we adopt

the. yearly Record of Performance, 
and that the same be published -in 
our Herd Books as private tests 
made under Government supervision, 
these records to be published in the 
appendix of the regular Herd Book, 
so that breeiers who desire to enter 
their cows in the Record of Perform- 
ance can do so.”’ The following 
standard for registration was estab- 
lished:

The Jersey standard differs from 
the Ayrshire standard in the number 
of pounds of butter fat only, namely: 

Two year old, 217.8 lbs. fat, or 
254.1 lbs. butter; three year old, 
254.4 lbs. fat, or 300.3 lbs. of but- 
ter; four year old, 297 lbs. of fat, or 
346.5 lbs. of butter; mature cows, 
336.6 lbs. fat, or 392.7 lbs. of but- 
ter. 

Thus the standard for registration 
set for the Holsteins, requires 2,000 
lbs. more milk in each class than 
does the standard for Ayrshires and 
Jerseys; it requires 29 lbs. more fat 
than the Ayrshire, and 4.5 more 
than the Jersey. 

Mr. F. E. Came representing the 
Quebec branch association said that 
conditions were much different in 
Quebec than in Ontario. The pria- 
cipal breeders being Scotch and 
French, the Scotch being hard _ to 
turn, and the French slow to pay 
high prices for good stock. However, 
interest was being awakened, the 
Quebec membership having been in- 
creased 100 per cent. during the 
year.

Conscript of 1813. 

A CONTINUED STORY. 
Translated from the French by the editor 
of the H.-F. World. 

At the end of three weeks the 
bone of my shoulder commenced to 
unite, the two wounds healed rapidly 
and I suffered little more. The sab- 
er cuts that Zimmer had received on 
the arm and shoulder were also heal- 
ing very satisfactorily. They gave us 
each morning a soup that rejoiced 
our hearts, and each evening a little 
beef, and a half-glass of wine, the 
sight of which alone seemed to revive 
us and make us to see the future in 
beauty. 

Soon they permitted us to descend 
into the great garden full of old elms 
behind the hospital. There were 
benches under the trees and we 
lounged around and loitered about 
like veritable landlords, in great 
gray cloaks and white caps. 

The season was magnificent. We 
had a view of the Partha, bordered 
with poplars.
